INTERESTING LETTER FROM A 
BOY ABOUT HIS FIRST TRIP 
ACROSS THE OCEAN. 

Hoboken, N. J., Dec. 20, IS 18. 
Killlor Big Sandy Nowa: ' 

1 promlaed a long time ago to write 
my frienda through the Big Bandy 
:News. 

1 shall give a brief account of my 

experiences since 1 left Louisa last 
April and 1 hope It will prove inter, 

t-Hting. 

I left LoulHU on April 13, 1918. for 
my home at Rainier, Oregon, with the 
Intention of Joining the navy. After 
five weeks at home I enlisted In the 
U. 8. Naval Reserve Forces and re 
ported at the Navy Yard nt Bremer' 
ton, Wash., on May tl. 

1 ahajl not dwell on life at the UKr- 
racks. It'a about the aame aa the ar- 
my cantonment and roost everyone la 
familiar with that I waa there just 
9 days and was notified that I waa 
assigned to u ship, the U. 8.' S. 
'Western Sea." 1 learned that she 
waa a cargo transport and was dis- 
appointed because I wanted to get on 
fighting ship. No use to feel bad 
aboift It though, so I resolved to make 
the best of It. I began changing my 
mind about her as soon as 1 saw her. 
She Is of 8800 tons burden and a fine 
looking Bhlp. Shi' was newly paint- 
ed and all camouflaRed beautifully 
We all went aboard and I got a ntlll 
better impresaloo of her than ever, but 
have changed my mind some . aince 
then. 

We Hleamed from Bremerton to Se- 
ittie and ln'ijan taking on a cirRO of 
flour for Krance. That looked Kood 
to all of ua as we were aure ot get- 
ting "over there,' before the big scrap 
was over. 

We were" all assigned to our respec- 
tive duties before we left Seattle. 1 
was put on as oiii-r In (lie enjjrine room 
\V|. put to sea with a full cargo of 
Moiir and I'll say right here that 8,800 
tons of flour Is SOMB PILE! of flour. 
We luol a "Grpen" crew, none of the 
enlisted mn having been to sea before 
and some of the offlcera hadn't either, 
On the last day of June we left Puget 
Sound and ran out Into the Pacific 
sini.'k :i gale right off the reel 
)>• can rolling In the swells pretty 
bailly anil we began to get sen sick 
and do what everybody else does when 
they get seasick. Tou never know 
how much you have eaten till you get 
good and sick at sea. I was just as 
8lrk as anyone, perhaps sicker than 
some and wc were all a sick hunch 
buys. That only lasted a couple of 
daya and I began to enjoy my new ex 
perlencea before the weakness left my 
knees. 

On Ihi' niplit of .July 23 we sliuck 
another severe blow and broke down 
They called out the entire engine room 
force and we all went below and found 
things in a bad shope Uelow di.cks. W 
wore lying in the trou«h of llie waves 
and she wa rolling ao l.ad you could n 
stand up unless you had something ti 
hold onto. We got sick again and had 
a merry old time getting our reiMLirs 
made. We finally succeeded and crip 
pled on to San Francisco where w 
laid up tight .lays repairint;. Whil 
there I had the opportunity of going 
aboard the famous old battleehlp "Or 
egon" and visiting my brother, Clydi 
who has been In the service fou 
months longer than I. We spent a 
nlKht In P'rlBco and had a good look 
over the town. I was surprised 
find marks ot the earthquake still 
visible all around. 

We left Frisco for the Canal on July 
18, and had a nice trip down there ex- 
cepting for till' extreme hcit. I iloulit 
It you would believe me If 1 told you 
how hot It actually 'waa. 

We passed a great many whales 
and sea turtles, some of th turtles 
will' four fvi't 111 •liaineter. We also 
saw a lot of flying fish. They fly up 
In front ot the ship a good deal like 
birds when you walk through b field. 

We reachiil Ihe canal and laid over 
then- tlir.e days. I certainly cnjoyiil 
being in a tropical counliy. It w.is 
"winter" to them and it was so lioi 
we couldn't sleep Inside. Just imag- 
Ino what sort of a winter that seem 
ed to me after .spending the winter 
In K.ntuoky a fi'w' months before? 

I can t licKin to doscrilic the canal 
Itself, as that would make a book all 
alone. Without a doubt It's the world's 
greatest piece of engineering and is 
certainly a wonderful sight. The fa- 
mous CuMira cut through a hill high 
as the town bill back of Louisa and is 
a wonderful sight. The canal has a 
depth of 80^ feet and Is Just wide en- 
ouRh for two large vessels to pass any

Mdiiey, Novo ScMIa. W- am horetf 
there over night and next day pot to 
sea again In a convoy of 45 ships be- 
sides the gunbeata and destroyers. I 
don't expect to ever see a finer eighth 
\ ih.-m that wan. We ran in nine Unca. 
with five ships to the line. Moat of 
the ships were armed and we wer»> 
put near the center, beeaase we Iol'Z 
no guns. 

The gunboats left US aboMt ibree 
ilays off the Canadian coast, aM wa 
went on alone. We had fair weatiskr 
and crossed in 1» days. We eou!« 
have croaaed aooner bat It la receasarr 
to run such a large eonvoy ehew ina 
order lo keep all the ships '.ogether. 
Kven at that, twelve were disabled in 
some way or other and fell behind. 

The remaining ahlpe were mat by 
destroyers about three days o'.it fron» 
England and betora wa got lo tha Ktog- 
llsh Channel we had 80 deatroyera 
with us. The convoy split up ttere^ 
part going to England and part to 
France. We steamed into Brest,, 
where President Wllaon laUly Maded 
Viand Uld there two days and aigbt*. 
"^From there we steamed south l|k an- 
other convoy of S4 ships and ran hito- 
harbor for three successive alghta- 
It waa full noon aad the subs can d» 
excepuonal work te moonlight. 

'tre atcamed Into the mouth of the 
Gyconde' River on tW third night af- 
ter leaving Brest. We were heade^^ 
for Bordeaux which iB about slx^^ 
miles up the river and Is the third lar- 
gest port in France. 

We had to wait at the mouth et the- 
rlver 10 daya for a dock, as shipping: 
very congested over there. When 
)ur time was up we Bteamed up th»- 
iver and had a splendid look at 
'ranee. I was off watch and was oa 
lick all the way up the rlvar an« 
lad a good look at the tielda and wall- 
kept vineyards and old chateaus. Th» 
l>eople all atop their work an* wava 
when they see an Aaterieun ship- 
itM In. 

We docked in Bordeaux and di«- 
r barged our cargo. We were there 1* 
lays and I was aahore a good mw 
imes and enjoyed these strange 

scenes immensely. We all had a lot 
f fun trying to talk to the people thatu 
ouldn't understand ua 1 haven't apace 
to tell about what 1 saw there. I got a 
good many souvenirs and breaght 
them back to the States. 

We took on about 809 tons of ballast 
which waant Hear enough aad w» 
pulled out tor the mouth ot the river 
again. We teld there two daya and; 
got orders to proceed in a 1l_knbt con- 
voy. On Oct. IB we put to seer 1» 
this convoy and they simply ran off 
and left us. We couldn't make any 
..peed on account of not having ea- 
ough ballast. Our ship Is exceptional- 
ly light and when empty ahe raaulrea- 
ballast equal to 40 per cent of the car- 
RO to make her run good. If the bal- 
last is less Ih.m that the propeller wilt 
be out of tho water and sho won't 
make any speed to apeak of. 

We followed the convoy all atons 
for two days and nlghta and tmrne<I 
l ark for the harbor. We were get- 
ting warnings of subs all the time anS 
none of ua expected to get back to tha 
French coast withoat being torpedoed 
and without guns we would have beeni 
helpless, too. We made it. tbeugh, . 
and pot buck without sighting, any. . 
thinii at all, neither ship nor sub.- Be- 
lieve me. it was a relief to get bebln^' 
those submartno nets In that harbor. 

The skipper demanded more ballast 
and about that time the flu broke aut ' 
and we got nuarantinedL That oer^- 
tainly was discouraging. 

We got pur ballast though aoA oHU- 
too, while In quarantine, and after ly- 
ing at anchor two weeks we got or—' , 
ders to proceed in a it-knot convoy.. 
We now had on 2800 tons of ballast 
and things looked more fuyoruMC'.' We>j 
were all afraid we wouldnT get ti» 
New York for Thanksgiving. 

We started out ot the harbor agaliR 
Oct. ^9 in a convoy of five abipa and^ 
WM' weri' in the c<-nti'r. two ships afceaC 
of UB and two aft. We were not BMk 
Ing the speed we should and one of thai 
ships passed ue and asked If we war* ' 
making full spei'd. Our mat) slgnklhNt 
"Yes," and they nignallcd bach "May 
God Help You. Capt. Blair sendis yoc 
his best regards and wishes you luck." 
That waa the "Antllla," and that waa 
the last we saw of her till later. Th» 
other ship astern of us, passed as; too 
.m l she .askc ii If we were making full 
speed and her crew laughed at us. Sha 
was the "MartinBilk," a British boat. 
That waa late In the afternoon. 

The U. 8. 8. "Mona, " formerly Vin- 
oeq| Astor'k private yacht, had charge 
of the convoy, and she came back and' 
asked if we could make .my more- 
spoed. We told her "No," and she 
said wc should procee<l alone or go> 
back t* i^rl. And our akipper being 
a gentleman ot some spirit replied 
that we would "proceed aloni'." When' 
the sun went ilowii that niKlit we were 
the only object in Bight on the whole- 
SCO. We were uneasy again, but we^ 
struck severe weather and that assur- 
ed us that there wouldn't be any subs 
out. Even at that there was a Brit- 
ish battleship sunk just south of us on 
our third day out. We had heavv 
weather for a week and then a few 
days' fair weather and we made a llt-
